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Masked thieves ransack house after attacking pensioner 

Held at knifepoint 
in his own home 


A PENSIONER was threatened 
with a knife before his home was 
ransacked by thieves in Fordham. 

The home in Market Street was 
targeted at about 6pm on Octo¬ 
ber 6 when a man knocked on the 
door claiming to be from the “wa¬ 
ter board”. 

The victim, a man in his 70s, was 
then pushed into the house and 
followed by three men wearing 
black bandanas, woolly hats and 
gloves. 

They threatened him and a 
woman in her 40s with a knife 
from the kitchen, demanding cash 
and the jewellery they were wear- 
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ing. They pushed the victims 
to the floor and ransacked the 
house, making off with jewellery, 
including necklaces and rings, 
and cash. 

The men were all white and 
were wearing dark clothing. 

Detective Sergeant John Yore 
said: “This is a particularly un¬ 
pleasant incident, which has left 
the victims feeling very vulner¬ 
able. We have the right support in 
place which will help them cope 
and recover from this awful ex¬ 



perience. We are prioritising the 
investigation and are committed 
to catching those responsible as 
soon as possible. 

“I urge anyone with informa¬ 
tion to come forward.” 

The force has warned people to 
be alert after two other incidents 
happened in nearby Mepal. 

Det Sgt Yore has urged resi¬ 
dents not to let unexpected 
visitors or cold callers into their 


homes unless they are absolutely 
sure they are genuine. 

He added: “A genuine call¬ 
er will expect to have their 
identification checked and 
should not be offended if they are 
asked for ID. 

“I also urge residents to be vigi¬ 
lant with their own security and 
that of their neighbours, particu¬ 
larly if they are vulnerable, and 
request that any suspicious activ¬ 
ity is reported to the police.”

Hatchfield Farm 
decision delayed 
until December 


NEW representations from 
local groups have meant the 
decision into the Hatchfield 
Farm development in New¬ 
market has been delayed un¬ 
til December. 

The Hatchfield Farm de¬ 
velopment for 400 homes 
on Fordham Road was ap¬ 
proved by Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council last July - but 
the plans were called in just 
days later for review by the 
Secretary of State. 

The three-week public 
inquiry in April, held at the 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil offices in Mildenhall, 
heard from horseracing in¬ 
dustry representatives, who 
expressed concerns that 
trainers may leave Newmar¬ 
ket and they said Newmarket 
“cannot take” more building 
work. 

The Newmarket Horse¬ 
men’s Group said horse safe¬ 
ty was a major concern, par- 
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ticularly on Fordham Road 
at Rayes Fane where traffic 
did not always stop as they 
crossed over to The Severals. 

The inspector also heard 
from the Rural Parish Alli¬ 
ance who said the develop¬ 
ment should be built to stop 
rural villages being targeted, 
amongst a number of other 
representations both for and 
against the controversial 
scheme. 

A decision from the Sec¬ 
retary of State was due on or 
before Monday, October 12. 
However, that date has now 
been pushed back to on or 
before December 16. 

The delay came as the 
Secretary of State received 
further submissions from 
the Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group, and local MP Mat¬ 


thew Hancock who sent the 
Deloitte report, showing 
Newmarket’s importance in 
racing. 

Parties have now been giv¬ 
en a period of three weeks to 
submit further representa¬ 
tions by Thursday, October 
29. 

A letter from Christine 
Symes on behalf of the Sec¬ 
retary of State said: “The 
Secretary of State considers 
that he will not be in a posi¬ 
tion to reach a decision on 
the above appeal by October 
12 , as previously notified, 
because of the need to allow 
parties time to deal with the 
matter set out above. 

“Representations are invit¬ 
ed on this issue to enable the 
Secretary of State to come 
to a fully informed decision, 
and this letter should not be 
read as any indication of his 
attitude to the application 
scheme.”

Traffic threat to 
new memorial 

IT is just over a year since the Bill 
Tutte Memorial on Rutland Hill, 
off Newmarket's High Street, was 
unveiled to widespread public 
acclaim. 

Praise for the memorial and 
the new public open space has 
been immense and universal. 
Moreover, the memorial was Highly 
Commended in the National 
Placemaking Awards and has been 
short-listed for the prestigious 
Marsh Award for Excellence in 
Public Sculpture. Not only does 
the memorial commemorate the 
achievements of a great local man 
in a truly unique manner, but it has 
greatly improved the environment in 
the town centre. 

However, the memorial and its 
surrounds are in danger of sustaining 
lasting damage from the vehicles 
that use Rutland Hill as a parking or 
turning area. 

Because exiting down Palace 
Street is tortuous and difficult, many 
vehicles perform a U-turn to get back 
onto the High Street. 

This can be dangerous for 
pedestrians using the so-called 
shared space but it is also threatening 


to cause serious damage to the 
memorial itself. 

A special coded bollard has already 
been replaced after being hit by a 
vehicle and it must only be a matter 
of time before the steel monument 
itself is damaged. 

Moreover, the heavy traffic is 
breaking up the special road surface. 

Casual parking in the area 
compounds the problems. 

The solution is clear and twofold. 
Firstly, vehicles stopping, other than 
for deliveries or dropping off, should 
be banned on Rutland Hill, as it is in 
the rest of Palace Street. 

Secondly, the Palace Street one¬ 
way system, which currently starts at 
the hotel, should be extended to start 
at the High Street junction so that the 
only exit from Rutland Hill is down 
Palace Street. 

Newmarket Town Council has 
already approved these proposals 
and Suffolk County Council 
Highways Department will shortly be 
conducting a public consultation on 
the matter. 

It is hoped that members of the 
public and businesses approached in 
the consultation will give their strong 
support to the proposals so that the 
town may continue to benefit from 
this unique, fascinating and nationally 
important memorial for many years 
to come.

And what is 
fair exactly? 

WELL I do seem to have stirred up 
the pensions' porridge! Let me try 
once more to respectfully address the 
issues raised regarding the fairness 
of the new state pension, which will 
start to come into effect for those that 
reach state pension age from April 
2016. 

The new 'single tier' pension is to 
be set at a level above the current 
means-tested pension credit level 
and it will not be less than £151.25 
per week for someone who has at 
least 35 years of Nl contributions. 

The state second pension (SERPS) 
which many receive now on top of 
their basic state pension is also being 
replaced in the new structure (but 
with transitional provisions). 

So instead of a structure comprising 


basic state pension, plus perhaps state 
second pension, plus perhaps pension 
credits and some other benefits, the 
new single tier state pension will 
be set at a level equivalent to all 
those elements added together, but 
without the complications. It will over 
time become a much simpler and 
understandable system for all. 

Introducing such a major change 
requires a start date which will be in 
April. It is inevitable that there will be 
some, taking a narrow view, who can 
argue that they would have received 
more under the other system. Hence 
there are special provisions to make 
sure that no-one receives less than 
they were originally expecting and a 
few will receive more. 

There are a great many, reaching 
state pension from April who for 
eligibility reasons will not get the full 
single-tier pension either. But no- 
one will receive less than previously 
promised. 

We should applaud the new single¬ 
tier state pension as a step in the right 
direction and of course seek further 
improvements in the payment level 
for all state pensions, but cognisant of 
how this may be financed. 

Those who see the new system as 
unfair might consider: 

• Is it fair that today's workers 
must progressively work and pay Nl 
for longer, before they reach state 
pension age and can take a pension? 

•Is it fair that each younger worker 
today has to support more retired 
persons through their taxes than 
those already retired had to do in 
their time? 

• Is it fair that far fewer younger 
people in the private sector will enjoy 
the benefits of a defined benefit (final 
salary) occupational pension than is 
enjoyed now by many of their retired 
parents? 

It can be argued that none of 
these situations are desirable or even 
'fair' - but it is a necessary response 
to the realities of the world! And 
in that context, yes the low interest 
rates have been bad news for savers 
and pensioners, but is it all down to 
government policy? 

Maybe you missed the global 
financial crisis - perhaps you might 
take a look at the experience of 
Japan, Iceland, Ireland or Greece to 
name but a few. 

And by the way - I have no 
political allegiance. I do co-chair 
a voluntary organisation of 500+ 
occupational pension trustees who 
look after the interests of several 
million pension scheme members, 
both those already retired and those 
still working.

A MAN who is standing trial 
for murder was picked out 
by six people during police 
identity parades, a court 
heard last week. 

Mark Moseley, 43, was 
identified in relation to the 
fatal shooting of 36-year-old 
Jessie Smith in Burwell after 
police carried out the pa¬ 
rades at Parkside police sta¬ 
tion in Cambridge. 

The witnesses pointed 
to Moseley as the man who 
started a fight at the Com¬ 
rades Club in Soham shortly 
before Jessie Smith’s death 
in the early hours of New 
Year’s Day, a jury was told. 

Upon seeing the defend¬ 
ant’s face, one woman said 
Moseley was the person who 
knocked a man to the floor, 
while Paul “Rambo” Smith, 
nephew of Jessie Smith, 
identified the defendant as 
the man who “pushed a gun 
into my stomach”. 

Paul Smith Snr, Jessie 
Smith’s father, also said he 
had seen Moseley with a 
gun. 

The allegations emerged 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
yesterday as fresh evidence 
was presented to jurors in 
the trial’s fourth week. 

Moseley has denied mur¬ 
dering Jessie Smith, who 
was shot in the back with a 
sawn-off shotgun at close 
range as he attempted to get 
in to his vehicle. 

He then drove a short dis¬ 
tance before the car went 
into a ditch and officers 
found the father’s body be¬ 
ing cradled in the lap of his 
nephew “Rambo”, who was a 
passenger in the car. 

Karim Khalil QC, pros¬ 
ecuting, also presented the 
jury with a number of pho¬ 
tographs detailing items 
which had been seized from 
the First Drove campsite 
in Burwell, where Moseley 
lives with his family. 

These included a black- 
handled kitchen knife, 
clothing, a number of golf 
clubs and a machete. The 
latter was found stuck about 
two inches into the soil.

A Toys ‘R’ Us bag with

The court has previously 
heard that Jessie Smith’s 
death in the early hours New 
Year’s Day followed a dis¬ 
pute over a hare-coursing 
bet between the two travel¬ 


ler families. 

Moseley also denies the 
attempted murder of Paul 
“Rambo” Smith, assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
to Albert Smith, who was 
injured by fired pellets, and 
possessing a firearm with 
intent to endanger life. 

The defence has not yet 
been heard and is due to get 
under way later this week. 

The trial continues.

RECORDS have been broken 
once again at the first year¬ 
ling sales at Tattersalls.

“Six yearlings selling for 
seven figures matches last 
year’s record, there have 
been nearly 40 yearlings sell 
for 500,000 guineas or more, 
more than 150 breaking the 
200,000 guineas mark, and 
equally importantly, there 
have been some spectacular 
pinhooking triumphs. 

“Every year we pay tribute 
to our vendors, predomi¬ 
nantly from Britain and Ire¬ 
land, but also further afield.

New boost 
for superfast 
broadband 

WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock has welcomed news 
that Suffolk is to benefit from a 
£26 million superfast broadband 
scheme. 

A total of 25,000 premises 
in West Suffolk have already 
benefited from the commercial 
roll out and, thanks to the 
funding, a further 24,000 
premises will receive it by 2017. 

A further £4 million is still 
to come in funding for the 
broadband in the area. 

Mr Hancock said: "It's 
fantastic news to see that 
Suffolk is receiving much- 
needed investment in superfast 
broadband. 

"Broadband is an essential 
part of our infrastructure, just 
like our roads and trains. I want 
to see schools, businesses and 
families here in Suffolk profiting 
from this investment as soon as 
possible." 

And while superfast 
broadband continues to 
spread to West Suffolk, local 
organisation CLA has called on 
BT to deliver broadband in rural 
areas across Suffolk and the east 
of England. 

The organisation, based in 
Newmarket which represents 
landowners, farmers and rural 
businesses in the east, has 
called on Ofcom not to separate 
the national broadband network 
Openreach from BT. 

They said that diverting 
the two now would "be a 
distraction" as they work to get 
broadband for rural businesses. 

Regional director Ben 
Underwood said: "Having poor 
or non-existent broadband is a 
catastrophe for rural businesses. 

"Rural businesses do not 
care how they get fast reliable 
broadband: they just need it as 
soon as possible. 

"Every day that passes without 
broadband is another day of 
being held back from achieving 
their potential."

Warehouse is deferred 


A DECISION on plans for a new 
24-hour warehouse on land near 
Newmarket’s Studlands park es¬ 
tate has been put off amid con¬ 
cerns about the impact on resi¬ 
dents. 

Applicants Cl Industries Ltd 
wants to build a warehouse 
and distribution centre meas¬ 
uring 6,475 sq m internally and 
is seeking permission for a 24- 
hour operation. 

But a number of Studlands 
residents, who live just metres 
from the site have objected cit¬ 
ing concerns about late night 
and early morning deliveries. 

They also claim the unit is too 
big for the plot. 

Newmarket Town Council 
has objected to the application, 
and on Wednesday night Forest

Heath district councillors went 
against a recommendation to 
approve the application, saying 
more needed to be done to alle¬ 
viate the residents’ concerns. 

David Wright, a town council¬ 
lor for Studlands, spoke against 
the application. 

He said: “The very large 
amount of conditions point to 
the fact that this is the wrong 
building in the wrong place and 
is trying to squeeze in by the skin 
of its teeth with sticking plasters 
all over the holes of this flawed 
application.” 

Local resident Gail Spoore also 


spoke against the application. 
She said: “We are not against 
development at this site but this 
massive building will overshad¬ 
ow our houses and have a mas¬ 
sive impact on our estate. The 
noise of this facility will keep 
many of us awake at night.” 

District councillor Andrew Ap¬ 
pleby proposed the plans be de¬ 
ferred so the concerns could be 
investigated further. 

He said: “This application 
seems to push for maximum 
space in the plot right up to the 
road and the barrier fence.” 

Cllr David Bowman said he 
was “greatly sympathetic” with 
the residents and added: “The 
hours of business need to be 
looked at carefully so they don’t 
intrude on people’s lives.” 


Cl Industries said that a firm 
had now been found to take the 
proposed space, which would 
bring 150 jobs to Newmarket. 

However, the firm was kept 
under wraps and had not been 
disclosed to the district council. 

Cllr Simon Cole said that while 
150 new jobs would be a good 
thing for Newmarket, the size 
of the development was still a 
problem. 

Councillors voted to defer the 
proposal for further investiga¬ 
tion into the concerns by resi¬ 
dents.

DON’T hide behind the tree 
this Christmas. Grab some mis¬ 
tletoe and, with a few esteem¬ 
boosting tips, you’ll be strut¬ 
ting your stuff in no time. 

In the run up to December 
25, the only thing you should 
be worried about is whether 
or not you’ve bought enough 
cranberry sauce.

However, Weight Watchers

sure them they’re beautiful, 
remind them of their many 
good points and that, no mat¬ 
ter what, they’re wonderful 
and valued. How about trying 
this approach with yourself? 
Being kinder. Being your own 
best friend.” 

MEDITATE 

If you want to stop repetitive 
thoughts about not being at¬ 
tractive enough, you might 
need to stop thinking com¬ 
pletely. Meditating for just 
a few minutes can help do 
this - close your eyes, breathe 
slowly, and just let the bad 
thoughts go. 

SEE THE BIGGER PICTURE 
Body confidence is not just 
about your body, it’s about 
you as a person - try to make 
the distinction. “A big part of 
building body confidence is 
to stop thinking of it as body 
confidence,” advises Jackson. 

“Instead, think of it as gen¬ 
eral confidence. Addressing 
things on the outside - like 
losing weight - might help 
you feel better about yourself 


and that’s great, but we can all 
benefit from working on our 
inner confidence too. When 
we’re confident on the inside, 
we’re better equipped to deal 
with whatever life throws at 
us.” How? “There’s no simple 
secret to inner confidence,” 
she adds, “but broadening 
your horizons - taking up 
hobbies, learning a new skill 
- is a great start. It helps you 
get ‘out of your head’ and en¬ 
gage with the world.” 

SMILE 

Simple, but brilliantly effec¬ 
tive. “Never underestimate 
the power of your smile to 
boost self-confidence. 

“The simple act of smiling 
alone creates serotonin in the 
brain which makes you hap¬ 
py,” explains Dr Uchenna, 
celebrity cosmetic dentist at 
londonsmiling.com. Even if 
you’re not blessed with a per¬ 
fect natural smile, and feel 
self-conscious about unleash¬ 
ing it, Uchenna suggests you 
can improve it - yes, with 
cosmetic dentistry and whit¬ 
ening, but also by “investing 


in an electric toothbrush, 
floss and a good quality 
toothpaste” and by “framing 
your smile with a fabulous 
red lipstick. Or, if your teeth 
are yellow, choose a lipstick 
with blue undertone shades 
that make your teeth appear 
whiter”. 

SLEEP 

Again, a very basic, but very 
confidence-changing trick. 

“For women to be confi¬ 
dent, they need to be rested 
and have a clear mind to have 
a positive mindset about life, 
not just their body,” explains 
Patrick Fallis, personal trainer 
at leaner-uk.com. “In today’s 
busy times, we are run off 
our feet and most people in 
the UK average about four to 
six hours sleep a night. Any 
sleep before 12am is proven 
to be far more restorative to 
the brain than after, even if 
we get eight hours sleep. 

“Ideally, we should get 
eight to nine hours of deep 
sleep, as most of the brain’s 
decluttering is done in the 
last one to two hours.”

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Board games: It’s best to 



CHRISTMAS: Basically it's a tricky combination of being on your best behaviour 
and allowing your sense of mischief to have a bit of a fgree rein. Ultimately, you 
probably can't win so you might as well enjoy it! 


WE all love a board game at 
Christmas, don’t we? But after a 
few drinks and waiting on players 
who take forever, it can all turn a 
bit sour. Nel Staveley reveals some 
winning board game etiquette 

Christmas and board games may 
go together like turkey and cran¬ 
berry sauce, but sadly, the combi¬ 
nation can leave a slightly more 
bitter taste. 

However much the phraseology 
of ‘game’ and ‘play’ might try and 
tell you otherwise, sitting around 
a board with tipsy family mem¬ 
bers (you have generally avoided 
for the other 364 days of the year) 
can only end in unmitigated dis¬ 
aster. 

Of course, some people don’t 
even bicker over the rules; they 
just ignore them - a survey by 
games company Gibsons found 
that cheating caused 36 per cent of 
all game-related grievances, close¬ 
ly followed by just making up the 
rules (29 per cent). 

But it’s not all bad news: “Games 
are designed to be fun,” Gibsons’ 
managing director Nick Wright re¬ 


minds us. 

Here are some tips on sticking to 
that mantra... 

LAY THE GROUND 
RULES EARLY 

To avoid arguments over what’s 
right and wrong at the end of a 
game, make things clear at the 
beginning. “Make sure that every¬ 
one is aware of the rules and the 
consequences of cheating before 
starting to play,” advises Wright. 
It might seem a bit planning over¬ 
kill, but it will also save you want¬ 
ing to kill anyone in an hour’s 
time. 

DON’T TRY TO PROVE ANY¬ 
THING 

Desperately competitive at board 
games? You might think it’s a 
sign you’re one of life’s winners, 
but actually, it just proves you’re 
one of life’s wannabes. “If you are 
playing the game to increase your 
level of significance, it would be 
good to look inside yourself and 
ask, ‘Is it important to be a win¬ 
ner or is it important to have fun, 


beat 


be playful and connect?”’ says life 
coach Sheridan Sloan. “If you err 
on the side of needing to win, it 
is indicative of potential low self¬ 
esteem or a lack of confidence.” 

BE GRACIOUS 

However annoyed you are that 
your ten-year-old granddaughter 
royally trounced you at Trivial 
Pursuit, never let it show. “It is 
just as important to be a gracious 
winner as it is to be a gracious los¬ 
er,” Sloan stresses. “You should al¬ 
ways congratulate your opponent 
whether you win or lose and al¬ 
ways allow for a rematch at a later 
date to regain or preserve your ti¬ 
tle of King or Queen of monopoly. 

BE OVER 55 

Age might not always bring the 
wisdom to tolerate foul play, but 
it does bring enough confusion 
and gluttony to not really notice 
it. The Gibbons survey revealed 
that while cheating causes almost 
half (45%) of all fall-outs in the 
18-24 age bracket, adults aged 55 
and over were apparently likely

to be too full from dinner to 
concentrate on family games 
and therefore have no idea 
it’s even happening. 

IT’S ABOUT THE LONG 
GAME, NOT THE END 
GAME 

Easier said than done, per¬ 
haps, but try to remember the 
idea of playing a game is to 
actually play it, not just win 
it. ‘At Christmas time or any 
other time when playing with 
friends and family, it is key to 
remember the primary gain is 
to connect with the ones you 
love. You are not playing for 
money and therefore you do 
not have a need to win that 
outweighs any observation of 
good board game etiquette,” 
points out Sloan. 

SEVEN WAYS TO CHEAT - 
AND GET AWAY WITH IT 
If all that advice has gone 
over your head and you still 
want to cheat, here’s how to 
do it... 

“Your psychology is all 


important when playing to 
win but you need to be just 
as aware of your body,” ex¬ 
plains Sloan. “As a lie detec¬ 
tion expert, I am trained to 
spot a whole range of tell-tale 
signs that give someone’s 
game away - literally - and if 
you want to play to win then 
you need to be aware of these 
body language signs when 
at the table with your fellow 
players.” 

■ Make sure you don’t avoid 
eye contact as this is a tell¬ 
tale sign you have something 
to hide. 

■ Don’t get defensive and de¬ 
flect playful comments about 
what cards you’re holding or 
game strategy you are using, 
as this will tell them more 
about what you’re doing than 
if you gave them your game 
plan directly. 

■ Try not to swallow or clear 
your throat more often than 
usual. Having a cup of tea 
or a glass of wine is a great 
antidote to this, but make 
sure you don’t reach for your 


drink too much, as that can 
also give you away. 

■ Keep your fidgeting to a 
minimum and if you want to 
negate someone’s comment 
to throw them off course, be 
careful about your shoulders. 
People who shrug asymmetri¬ 
cally are lying and it is very 
hard to do a genuine sym¬ 
metrical shoulder shrug, so 
instead, make sure to keep 
them stationary and down. 

■ Don’t try to make up a story 
to cover up what you’re do¬ 
ing and remember that less is 
more. Keep the conversation 
to anything but the game it¬ 
self. 

■ Make sure your posture is 
not defensive as this is the 
most obvious tell-tale sign 
and is the easiest one picked 
up by other players. So avoid 
acting tense, crossing your 
arms or creating a physical 
barrier between you and the 
other players. Keep your pos¬ 
ture relaxed and laid-back 
and use open gestures to 
avoid looking defensive.

MARKET: Festivities extend to impressive market decorations and opportunities 


THERE are hundreds of Eu¬ 
ropean Christmas markets to 
choose from, but Polly Weeks 
discovers a train tour of the 
stalls in Switzerland really 
delivers on festive spirit, 
writes by Polly Weeks. 

As the train slowly chugs 
around the mountain, I 
watch chocolate-box villages 
fading into the distance. All 
around us is thick snow, and 
even the tall evergreens are 
coated in the stuff. 

I’m as excited as the chil¬ 
dren aboard the train in 
Christmas flick The Polar 
Express. All I need is a stern 
inspector like Tom Hanks’ 
character to stamp my ticket. 
A buzz of Yuletide joy sweeps 
through me - and it’s not for 
the first time on this trip. 

I’m in Switzerland with a 
group of fellow Christmas 
lovers on an escorted trip 
with Back-Roads Touring Co. 
Rather than heading along 
the most direct path, this tour 
company prefer to take the 


scenic route - with the ma¬ 
jority of our journey utilising 
the country’s excellent train 
network. 

Our trip starts in Zurich, 
where twinkling lights are 
spread from building to 
building and the spiced aro¬ 
ma of hot gluhwein and brat- 
wurst fills the chilly air. 

A festive parade leads us to¬ 
wards the train station, home 
to the city’s largest indoor 
Christmas market. It’s bus¬ 
tling with visitors snapping 
up decorations, wooden carv¬ 
ings and baked treats. Taking 
centre stage is an impressive 
50ft Christmas tree decorated 
with 5,000 Swarovski crys¬ 
tals. No photograph could do 
this sparkling mass justice, 
but there are plenty of tour¬ 
ists lining up to try. 

The next day I find myself 
in the quieter city of Lucerne, 
browsing clothes and home- 
ware, along with traditional 
Christmas knick-knacks at 
another train station market. 


If a romantic buzz is what 
you’re after, this city delivers. 
There’s the beautiful Lake 
Lucerne to wander along, 
mountains in the distance 
and the medieval Chapel 
Bridge. 

While meandering through 
a food market, I discover 
Swiss Christmas delicacy 
Grittibanz. It looks like a bri¬ 
oche version of a gingerbread 
man, but while the dough 
is light, it’s not sweet. I buy 
one. And soon, I find myself 
buying one every day. 

Loaded up on carbs, I em¬ 
bark on the next leg of our 
journey to Grindelwald, 
an area famous for its ski 
resorts. Our train travels 
along the Brunig Pass, go¬ 
ing over mountains rather 
than through them. As we 
approach resort town Inter¬ 
laken, waterfalls spill from 
mountains into turquoise 
lakes, and chalets with slop¬ 
ing roofs sit in the valleys, 
creating a stunning view.

BERN: Such a lovely town for a Christmas visit 


In January, when the ski- 
season arrives, this area will 
be packed. But without the 
crowds, it feels magical. To 
warm up, we indulge in a 
cheese fondue - dipping 
bread and potatoes into the 
gloopy but delicious mixture. 

It’s in Grindelwald that I 
have my Polar Express mo¬ 
ment, as we take two trains 
up one of the highest moun¬ 
tains in Europe, the 4,000m 
Jungfrau. We luck out - it’s 
a beautifully clear day and 
the views from the top are 
magical. To celebrate, I send 
a postcard back home from 


the mountain’s own post box; 
it’s the grown-up version of 
sending a letter to Santa. 

I’m soon having Christmas 
market withdrawal symp¬ 
toms but fortunately, there’s 
plenty of opportunity to shop 
in our final destination, Bern. 
Declared a Unesco World 
Heritage Site due to its pre¬ 
served medieval streets, it’s 
a pretty place to explore on 
foot. 

Waisenhausplatz is home 
to a fantastic festive market 
and a lodge-style bar, where 
we later return for a medici¬ 
nal dose of mulled wine. One 


stand whips up a fudge-style 
sweet in front of us - the 
smell is too enticing and I 
buy a bag of the warm treat, 
which tastes as good as it 
smells. 

As darkness descends, a 
light snowfall is backlit by 
twinkling street lights. Weary 
from a day’s shopping, I enter 
the Gothic cathedral in Mun- 
sterplatz and sit on a pew, 
listening to the choir rehears¬ 
ing. 

Ah Christmas. Frohlichi 
Wiehnacht and Joyeux Noel 
to all!

at bay 

there’s the genuine panic that 
your stomach lining is about 
to explode, soon followed by 
pain, belching and acid re¬ 
flux/heartburn. 

Yup, we’ve all been there. 
“Occasional indigestion 
linked with stress or overeat¬ 
ing is common,” says GP and 
nutritionist Dr Sarah Brewer. 
“If simple antacids aren’t 
strong enough, tablets that 
switch off acid production 
are available over the coun¬ 
ter.” 

Milk Thistle, a traditional 
herbal medicine, may also 
help ease over-indulgence, 
indigestion and an upset 
stomach. 


painful side-effects 


■ Prevent it: You might not 
want to hear it, but Rob Hob¬ 
son, head of nutrition for 
Healthspan, says: “Try eat¬ 
ing smaller meals and wait¬ 
ing a short time before you 
decide to eat a second help¬ 
ing of food. Eating slowly 
can also help, as you stimu¬ 
late the enzymes required 
for digestion. 

“Go easy on fatty, rich 
foods, as these take the long¬ 
est to digest and so aggravate 
indigestion and heartburn. 
Try to choose more of the 
starchy carbohydrates and 
lean proteins on offer, as they 
can help to stimulate more 
bile and improve digestion.”

Hobson also stresses: “Mint 
tea is useful to relieve bloat¬ 
ing but not heartburn, as it 
relaxes the gut wall which 
may encourage reflux.” 

CONSTIPATION 

Never ideal, but certainly 
not when there’s a house¬ 
ful of guests waiting for the 
bathroom... “Constipation is 
an embarrassing condition 
that can be due to not eating 
enough fibre [from fruit, veg¬ 
etables, wholegrain cereals] 
and not drinking sufficient 
fluids,” explains Brewer. 

Use an over the counter 
remedy, or go old-school and 
just up your quota of fruit 
and veg (no, another roast 
potato doesn’t count, sadly). 
Make sure you drink enough 
water too. 

■ Prevent it: “Taking fibre 
supplements can help to 
maintain healthy bowels,” 
says Brewer. Or, in the short¬ 
term, you can just balance 
out your piles of rich turkey/ 
sausages with fibre-heavy 


vegetables - the BDA advis¬ 
es that a third of your plate 
should be veggies (and again, 
roast potatoes don’t count). 


BLOATING 

Oh the joy of the sprout: 
looks horrible, tastes horri¬ 
ble, then leads to even more 


horrible gas (due to tiny sug¬ 
ars that are hard for the body 
to digest). Combine that with 
general overstuffing of other 


foods, and it’s no wonder 
things get a little ‘windy’ af¬ 
ter the festive feast. 

Dr Brewer recommends 
artichoke supplements “as 
one of the best supplements 
for feeling bloated”, and ex¬ 
plains: “It rapidly increases 
liver production of bile to 
improve digestion and can 
be taken before or after a 
party.” 

Hobson adds: “Try sooth¬ 
ing teas such as chamomile, 
ginger and peppermint after 
your meals.” 

■ Prevent it: Go easy on the 
sprouts, obviously, and also 
go easy on the speed you 
devour your grub. When 
you wolf down food, you 
let too much air into your 
digestive tract and also fail 
to chew properly, meaning 
larger pieces of food will be 
trapped in your stomach, 
and your digestive system 
has to work harder to break 
everything down, all con¬ 
tributing to that feeling of 
bloating. 


HANGOVERS 

A Healthspan poll revealed 
that most women rate their 
stress levels as seven out of 
10 during Christmas - and 
one in 20 said they tended 
to drink more alcohol as a 
result. They’re not the only 
ones; apparently the aver¬ 
age festive season booze 
consumption in the UK is a 
hangover-from-hell-inducing 
62 units. 

Everyone has their own 
views on what constitutes a 
good hangover cure, but nu¬ 
tritionists suggest hot water 
with lemon, ginger to ease 
nausea, and low GI foods like 
porridge to up your blood 
sugar levels slowly. And 
drink a lot of water to rehy¬ 
drate yourself too. 

■ Prevent it: The old ones 
are the best: be mindful of 
how many units you’re con¬ 
suming, alternate alcoholic 
drinks with water, don’t 
drink on an empty stomach, 
and drink a pint of water be¬ 
fore you go to bed.

MULLED Berry Christmas 
Cheesecake - a delightful 
recipe provided by Doug 
Houston, Chef at the Heath 
Court Hotel, Newmarket. 

Ingredients 

lk fresh mixed berries 
2 V 2 litres fresh whipping or 
double cream 
900g digestive biscuits 
20x leaves of gelatine or 4-5 
tablespoons Aga Aga 
375g unsalted butter 
V 2 cap of vanilla essence 
32oz caster sugar 
1 y 2 k soft cream cheese 
Star Anise 
Cloves 

1 Cinnamon stick 
Red cooking wine 
Makes 12-14 inch cake tin. 
Serves 12 people. 

Method 

For mulled wine put all 
mixed fruits in saucepan 
with Star Anise, cloves and 
350g caster sugar. Gently 
simmer for about 15 min¬ 
utes. Add y% pint red cooking 


wine and cook for a further 
20 minutes until alcohol has 
burnt off and reduced by a 
quarter. Then leave to cool 
before straining through a 
sieve not forgetting to take 
out star anise, cloves & cin¬ 
namon stick as this is only a 
flavour enhancer. 

For the biscuit base, melt 
butter 375g and food pro¬ 
cess al digestive biscuits. 
Then when all like bread¬ 
crumbs add melted butter 
to biscuits. Then evenly put 
biscuits in a cake tin about 
1 inch deep and leave in the 
fridge to set and harden. 

For the filling, gently 
whip the 2 V 2 litres cream 
until soft peaks and just 
coats the back of a spoon. 
While whipping the cream, 
add the vanilla and sugar, 
put the cream cheese in a 
separate bowl, then mix un¬ 
til smooth paste, then fold 
into the cream vanilla sugar 
cream. 

Now get about >4 litres 
cream and put in a saucepan 


and put on a gentle simmer. 
While this is simmering take 
the 2Ox gelatine. Leave and 
soak in cold water until soft. 
This should only take about 
5 minutes. When soft, add 
to the warm cream and gen¬ 
tly stir until gelatine has dis¬ 
solved. Then leave to cool 
only for a few minutes as it 
will quickly set. 

When gelatine is cool, 
add to the cream and with a 
wooden spoon carefully fold 
into the whipped cream. 
At the last minute add the 
mulled fruits and fold these 
into the mix. Pour into the 
cake tin and put aside in 
the fridge to cool and set for 
about 1-2 hours. 

When all is cool and set, 
get some hot water and dip 
knife in to go around the 
cake to ease it away from the 
cake tin. This makes it easier 
to take out or if you are feel¬ 
ing very brave, take a small 
gas torch and go around the 
tin quickly to east off. 

Put on cake-stand to serve.

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A NEW survey says that 53 per cent of drivers 
planning to buy or lease a new car in the 
next two years are considering an electric or 
hybrid vehicle. 

The survey, conducted for the Institute of the 
Motor Industry (IMI), the professional body for 
the retail motor sector, shows dramatic growth in 
demand for alternative fuelled vehicles from the 
two per cent of overall of car sales in 2014. 

Manufacturers concerned by the recent diesel 
emissions turmoil will welcome the potential 
demand for AVs, demonstrated in the survey of 
2,000 car owners carried out last week. However, 
the IMI is raising concerns about skill shortages 
and lack government regulation covering electric 
and hybrid vehicle maintenance and repair. 

IMI awards 96 per cent of automotive 
qualifications and can report that 1,000 
technicians are currently qualified to Level 3 in 
electric vehicle and hybrid maintenance. Another 
1,000 are currently are taking the three-year 
course. With around 170,000 technicians working 
in the industry and less than two per cent properly 
qualified to work on these cars, a surge in demand 
for electric vehicles will lead to difficulties for 
owners and businesses. 

IMI is concerned that a future dearth of 
specialist EV skills will lead to unqualified staff 
attempting to work on these vehicles with 
potentially fatal consequences. 

IMI is calling on the government to address 
the skills shortage with a proactive apprentice 
recruitment programme to help industry to 
bridge the skills gap. It also wants the Department 
for Transport to introduce a license to practice 
for technicians working on electric and hybrid 
vehicles in similar way it regulates vehicle air 
conditioning maintenance and repair to protect 
the driving public. 

IMI's CEO Steve Nash said: "We have always 
expected demand for electric and hybrid vehicles 
to increase gradually over time as the cars become 
more sophisticated and the public become aware 
of their quality."
